dent brought the matter up in his ca binet 
la st week, and a discussion followed, in 
which it was agreed tha t the duty of the 
United Sta tes wa s to look after our c o m ­ 
mercia l interests and to have nothing to 
do with greed for territorial acquisition. 
At the sa me time it is possible the turn of 
events may g ive our diploma tists a good 
(leal of work to do in the orient. The only 
interests wo have in Chinu are commercial, 
and these are supposed to be guarded by 
treaties. Suppose, now, the powers of E u ­ 
rope come a long and by ta king possession 
of the ports seek to turn all tin trade to 
their own citizens. 
What is the United 
Sta tes to do about it? 
These a requestions which are now being 
a ctively discussed in official circles.

do not w a nt any territory in China, if in 
deed that great empire is to be partitioned

Sta tes really has as much right in China 
as a ny other power China is in the broad 
sense a near neighbor of this country.

Charles Pago Bryan of Illinois is criticised 
on this g round, because Mr Bryan has 
never had diplomatic experience.

is true of the majority of mon w hom this 
nation sends abroad 
We have no porma 
nent diploma tic corps, as other na tions 
have 
We are forced to take men from 
private life, from their la w offices, editorial 
sa nctums and business counters and tra ns­ 
plant them without any preliminary tra in­ 
ing to the most difficult and delicate dip­ 
loma tic ta sks as ministers plenipotentiary 
and embassadors. 
In view of this fact the a bility and skill 
of our diploma ts is a cause for marvel all 
the world over 
The writer has traveled a 
good deal about Europe, and he knows 
from personal observation tha t our diplo 
uiatic representatives, even thoug h un­ 
trained. are g enerally highly res pee ted and 
in some eases much admired. The foreign 
view of the matter is that the tact ami 
success of our untra ined diploma ts is due 
to wha t they call the “ wonderful Ameri 
can a da pta bility’’ to any sort of condition 
or duty. This view seems to be the correct

Th o Assyrian sculptures— and 
they are about th e most ancient of wh ich 
we know anyth ing, for some of th em 
are estimated to date from 1200 B. C .— 
contain more reprt dilutions of capari­ 
soned h orses th an ev en men. 
St ill, we 
do not get any examples of fav orite 
h orses until a long tim e after th is. 
Ev en th e first examples, indeed, are 
only legendary, for, th ough th ere is no 
doubt th at Hector of Troy existed, it is 
not improbable th a t Homer inv ented 
th e names of h is th ree fav orite h orses, 
Poderge, th e cream colored Galatlie and 
th e fiery Hth on. But th e h orse of A lex­ 
ander th e G reat, Buceph alus, is an indi­ 
v idual as h istorically real « as h is master. 
T h is famous h orse was, says Plutarch ,

butch er, “ clov e h im w ith a bill, and h e 
died.” 
R ich ard l ’s h orse was called 
Maleck, and w as jet black. He bore bis 
master through the holy war and a r­ 
rived in England before h im. In fact, 
he survived the king sev eral years. Th e 
second Rich ard, tix), h ad 
a fa vorite 
horse, ca lled Roan Barbary, w h ich was 
supposed to be th e finest horse in Europe 
at th a t time, and it was on Roan Bar­ 
bary th a t the young king w as m ounted 
wh en th e iucideut w h erein W at Tyler 
was stabbed by th e mayor of W alw orth 
took place. 
A bout a century later we get th e 
W ars of th e Roses, and in th e m any 
battles of th a t civ il disturbance a cou­ 
ple of h orses played im portant parts. 
Th ese belonged • to th o great Earl of 
W arw ick, th e 
kingm aker 
His first, 
was Muleck, a beautiful gray, w h ich 
h e rode at th e battle of Tow ton 
It was 
th is h orse wh ose death turned th e fo r­ 
tunes of th e battle, for W arw ick, seeing 
th at h is men were giv ing ground, de ­ 
liberately sprung from h is fav orite h orse 
and killed h im 
Th en h is men knew 
th at th e kingm aker was prepared to 
conquer, but not to fly. 
Th ey rallied 
and finally won th e battle. 
Th ere were tw o h orses belonging to 
h igh w aym en w h ich were fam ous in 
th eir time. 
One of th em belonged to 
th e celebrated knigh t of th e road, Paul 
Clifford, 
lie was called Robin and was 
Irish . 
In color iron gray, h e was re 
puted by judges of h orseflesh — and 
th ere were some w h o were quite as com 
petent to giv e an opinion, if not more 
so, as any of th e present day— to be a b ­ 
solutely w ith o ut blemish and to be sec­ 
ond to none 
A noth er famous h orse, or 
rath er mare, was Black Bess. Her o w n­ 
er, Dick T urpin, or, to giv e h im h is 
correct name, Nicks, com m itted a rob 
bery in London a t 4 o ’clock in th e 
morning, unci, fearing discov ery, m ade 
for Grav esend, ferried across th e riv er 
and appeared at th e bowling green in 
York th e same ev ening, h av ing accom ­ 
plish ed h is ride of 1300 miles in 1(5 h our*! 
on one burse. 
At least so says th e leg­ 
end. and th is is certain— th at on h is 
trial h e was acquitted, th e jury conoid 
eriug it impossible th a t h e could h av e 
got to York in 
th e 
time.

Dia m ond» . 
Professor Crookes, in his recent re­ 
markable lecture on diamonds, m en ­ 
tioned some interesting facta concerning 
that alway s popular subject 
When in 
ex amining diamonds under polarized 
light the black cross of the polarizer re­ 
volves around a particular spot 
111 the in ­ 
side of the cry stal and the point is ex am 
ined with a high power, a slight flaw and 
more rarely a minute cavity are some­ 
times seen. This cavity is tilled with gas 
at an enormous pressure, and the strain 
which is set up in the stone by the ef­ 
fort of the gas to escape is not. in fre ­ 
quently removed only by the ex plosion 
of tho gem. 
It is not at all uncommon 
for a diamond to ex plode soon after it 
reaches the surface, and some have been 
known to burst in the pockets of the 
miners or when held in the warm hand. 
Large cry stals are more liable to hurst 
than smaller pieces. 
Valuable stones 
have been destroy ed in this way , and it 
is whispered that cunning dealers have 
often done a handsome stroke of busi­ 
ness by allowing responsible clients to 
handle or carry in their warm pockets 
large cry stals fresh from the mine. 
By 
way of suleguard against ex plosion some 
dealers embed large diamonds in raw 
potatoes to insure safe tran sit ou the 
ocean voy age. 
Professor Crookes showed that a dia­ 
mond could actually be too hard. From 
a rich y ield ot beautifully white dia­ 
monds in New South Wales great things : 
were ex pected. When a parcel of many 
hundred carats came to England, it was 
found they were so hard as to he prac­ 
tically unworkable as gems, and they 
were ultimately sold for rock boring 
purposes. 
The intense hardness of the 
diamond was illustrated by an ex peri­ 
ment. 
The diamond was placed on the 
flattened apex of a conical block of steel, 
and 011 it was brought down a second 
cone of steel 
As these cones were forced 
together by hy draulic power the image 
of the diamond and the steel faces of 
the efines were projected ou the screen 
with an electric lantern. The stone was 
seen to Ik* squeezed right, into the steel 
blocks without being injured in the 
slightest degree 


FRANKLIN’S GRAVE. 


k e M o n x G ite n For Allowing ; It to R em a in 
In It» Fr« ?ft« *nt C on dition . 
Benjamin F ran klin ’s grave* is in a 
neglected condition. 
No approprmre 
stone riseli over it. the ground round 
about it is uncar. d for, and the tomb of 
the great scholar and statesman is as 
obscure as that of a man whose name 
and fame were no part of the glory of 
his country 
His grave is destitute even of a head­ 
stone. it is covered by an old fashioned 
marble slab w hich was placed there 
1 00 
y ears ago and is now worn end discol 
ored by age 
Nothin g has been done to it since 
Fran klin was buried there, and even 
the modest arran gemen ts of the grave 
are not kept 
111 the perfect condition 
that is ex pected of a great m an ’s tomb 
The earth on all sides is bare of grass, 
the common thatchin g of the common­ 
est grave, and an air of desolation is 
about the whole place 
The sex ton said that the descendants 
of Fran klin would not do an y thin g to 
repair the grave, n either would they al 
low any body else to do an y thin g 
Ev­ 
ery day he has received oilers of sub 
script 1011s from visitors, who ire dis­ 
tressed by the forlorn appearance o f 
F ran klin ’s resting place and who would 
like to see it improved. 
In reply he 
say s, an he has been instructed, that 
Fran klin wished it so. “ being a plain 
man averse to display of any kind " 
Not long ago. at his own ex pense, ho 
had the fading inscription recut. or else 
even the only distin guishin g mark, the 
name, would be gone. 
If he had not done so, the last rest­ 
ing place of the greatest man, outside 
of Washington, in American history 
would have 
been forgotten and uu 
known. Who is responsible for this con­ 
dition of affairs? Not the living rela­ 
tive* of Franklin. 
The responsibility 
rests with the American 
people, to 
whom the man belongs 
They should 
see to it in the future that w hat little is 
there to mark the grave is kept in bet­ 
ter order than it has been in the past. 
Before he died Fran klin provided for 
his own gravestone and instructed a 
stonecutter of his acquaintance in every 
detail, even to the inscription which 
was to he placed upon it 
lie desired to 
he buried beside his wife, who had 
died some y ears before, and a common 
slab was to be placed over them both. 
The inscription arranged as he ordered 
it reads:
